The Situation In Manttfaoturinff and 


Mining Districts 


GROWHIG HOIIRLI10RE DESPER1TH 


Several Bloody Encounter* Buwsen 


th« Striker* and Police Backed by 


th. MUiury—Th* Militia to bs 


Moblllted lot Action, 


BBBRSKLS, April 18.—Meetings. In fa- 


vor of universal suffrage are being held 
throughout the country, and great ex- 
citement prevail* at all of them. 
Everywhere the speakers declare that 
the time has coma for the downtrod- 
den workingman to assert his right to 
a voice in the government of the coun- 
try, and impassioned appeals are made 
to those who live by toil to leave their 
work and join th* great demonstration 
now^n progress. 


In the Charlerot district it is esti- 


mated that 30,000 miners are em- 
ployed. Work in the mines may be 
said to be at a standstill, for 20,009 of 
the miners bare quit work. 


Most of these miners are miserably 


poor, and they and their families are 
bound to suffer in this fight for a prin- 
cipal. 


The cotton, yarn, lace, linen and 


wool mills and factories in Granmont, 
in East Flanders are affected byth* 
movement, a large number of the oper- 
atives in these industries having joined 
the strike movement. 


The gendarmes attempted to break 


up" a meeting at Granmont, but not 
without a stout resistance. The fight 
was transferred to the street and 
though the gendarmes had the advan- 
tage of arms and discipline the strik- 
ers struggled desperately 
and were 


only dispersed after a long contest and 
after two gendarmes and a large num- 
ber ot rioters were seriously wounded. 
Order now prevails, but is liable to 
again be disturbed at any moment 


Many of the men employed In load- 


ing and discharging vessels and in 
other work about the wharves did not 
quit work in obedience to the men en- 
gineering the strike. They continued 
their work as usual, and this fact In- 
named the strikers against them, and 
threats were made to compel them to 
stop work. 


During the course of the morning 


the strikers, many of whom had been 
drinking freely, madi an attack on the 
workers. The latter made a weak at- 
tempt to defend themselves, but they 
would in all probability have been 
driven away had it not been for the 
gendarmes, who took a hand in the af- 
fray. 


Some of the attacking parly were 


armed with revolvers and when the po- 
Jice intervened to protect the non- 
strikers, they displayed no hesitancy 
in using their -weapons. 
The gen- 


darmes, who also had fire-arms, were 
quick to respond to the fire directed 
against them, and It is thought several 
ol the strikers were wounded. A num- 
ber of the ringleaders among the 
strikers were captured by the gen- 
darmes and locked up. 


The feeling of unrest continues to 


spread slowly but surely, and deeds of 
violence are being reported from most 
of the industrial centers. 


The cowardly assault on Mayor Buls, 


made by strikers Sunday, gave rise to 
an excited discussion at the meeting of 
the municipal council yesterday. The 
mayor, it will be recalled, issued a 
pioclamation prohibiting public dem- 
onstrations in favor of universal suf- 
frage. This excited the Ire of the 
strikers, and after a meeting that was 
held outside the city limits a band of 
strikers met the mayor as he was walk- 
ing to his home on the Avenue Louise. 
The mayor passed the crowd, some of 
whom hurled opprobious epithets at 
him, and when he was some distance 
beyond the strikers, three men turned 
and ran swiftly but softly back to him, 
and taking him unawares struck him 
on the head with a stick, inflicting se- 
rious injuries. 


At the meeting yesterday some of the 


councilmen expressed deep Indignation 
at the outrage perpetrated upon the 
mayor and proposed that a delegation 
be appointed to await upon him and 
express the council's sympathy with 
him. 
It was also proposed that the 


measures ordered by the mayor be ap- 
proved by the council. 
These pro- 


posals were objected to by a minority 
of the members of the council, the op- 
ponents of the mayor holding that bis 
orders to the police and his hostile at- 
titude toward the strikers were the 
sole cause of the attack made upon 
him. They claimed that everything 
the mayor had done tended to aggrav- 
ate the excited feelings of the working- 
men, 
and instead of pursuing a con- 


ciliatory course, he had, by his stub- 
bornness, caused the trouble that had 
befallen him. 


The attitude of the members who 


were in sympathy with the strikers 
gave rise to a protracted debate on the 
proposals and the discussion waxed 
violent at times. Finally the proposals 
were adopted and a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait on the mayor and ex- 
press the council's sympathy. 


The dynamite explosion at Mom 


yesterday seems to have acted as an in- 
con tire to the strikers to commit 
further outrages. 


The strikers filled the drinking place* 


and indulged in all manner of threat* 
against the government, and as tha 
day wore on became emboldened and 
determined to take possession of the 
town for a labor procession. 
The In- 


tentions were known to the authori- 
ties, who have many spies among the 
workmen, and when th* mob, singing 
the "Carmagnole" and th* "Marseil- 
laise." attempted to march through th* 
streets they were met by a strong de- 
tachment of the civic guard*. Th* 
usual order was triven for the striker* 
to disperse, but no attention was paid 
to it by the strikers. Hooting and 
felling, they attempted to march on.

when the order wa* given for the 
civic guard to prepare to fire. 


The nob defied the guard! to flre 


upon tftem, and threw heavy stones, 
bottle* and other missile* at them. The 
guard fired upon th« crowd, but this 
did not effect their dispersal. On the 
contrary, it only infuriated them, and 
a charge en nuuue *as made upon the 
guard. A desperate hand-to-hand con- 
flict ensued. The main body of the 
striken was broken up, bat groups of 
straggling men conld be seen in the 
side streets, leading • from the main 
thoroughfare. 


The battle was "long and bitterly con- 


tested, but finally the clric guards 
were victorious. It is known 4nat four 
of the miners were killed, ftfanj of 
the rioters were wounded and a num- 
ber were taken to the hospital. It is 
thought that the exact number of 
wounded will never be known, as some 
of them were carried away by their 
friends to prevent their falling into the 
hands of the authorities. 


The killing of the four strikers has 


added greatly to the excitement in the 
town, and there is danger of a more 


irlous outbreak. 
Men and women 


from the adjacent mining villages are 
entering into Mona and the author- 
ities are anxiously awaiting the events 
of the night.

Bormage coal mining district Three- 
fourths of all the miner) in Belgium 
are employed in this district. 


BRUSSELS, April 18 — In the fig-lit be- 


tween the workingmen and the civic 
guard in the streets of Mons yestar- 
pay, fourteen soldiers were wounded, 
three fatally. They were removed to 
the hospitals, where their ante-mortem 
statements were taken. 


Dispatches from Antwerp last even- 


ing-show that the situation in that city 
had grown more threatening hourly 
since noon. The strlckers had gath- 
ered 
repeatedly 
In 
large crowds 


throughout the 
northern districts. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock, a squadron ef 
police riding with drawn swords 
against the working-men were over- 
whelmed with showers of stones and 
timbers. The police retired in con- 
fusion. While the reserves were being 
summoned the strikers threw up barri- 
cades in the side streets, and women 
and children hastened from the houses 
with fire-arms. 


When another squadron of police, 


supported by a detachment of thecivic 
guard, tried half an hour later to drive 
back the mob, they were met with 
volleys from the revolvers and rifles of 
the men behind the barricades. The 
strikers retreated firing. Crowds were 
still gathering In the northern district 
last evening and more fighting was ex- 
pected The concert halls of the city 
were empty. Several theaters were 
closed. The petroleum reservoirs are 
guarded by militia. 


Caa Government Adapting- Stringent

Is granted in that of Nicholas 14. Ber- 
tvick, sentenced December 2, 1893, to a 
gear's imprisonment in Cook county 
jail for violating the postal laws by 
embezzling a packet containing a ring, 
«nd denied in that of Win. W. Knoll, 
sentenced May S8, 1S92, to thirteen 
months imprisonment in the Jollet pen- 
itentiary for violating the postal laws, 
by mailing circulars about an obscene 
book. 


Pardons are granted J. A. Nicholson, 


sentenced in the United Stales court 
for the western district of Pennsylva- 
nia, March 11, 1892, to two years' im- 
prisonment in the Western peniten- 
tiary, and to a fine of $500 and costs, 
for passing counterfeit coin, and Will 
Skinner, sentenced in Alabama, March 
28, 1893, to eighteen months' imprison- 


ent in the Ohio state penitentiary, 


and to pay a fine of tioo and costs, for 
violating the internal revenue laws.

A TERRIBLE SHOCK. 


The Island of Zante Devastated by 


on Earthquake. 


SCORES KILLED BY FALLIIC IILLS 


And Thtlr Remcln* Burled Under th* 


Dtbrh, While the Number ol th* 


Injured will Run Up Into 


th* Hundred*. 


ATHEMB, April IT.—The Island of 


Zante, one of the principal Ionian 
islands, was to-day visited by a most 
destructive earthquake, reuniting la 
great loss of life and property. 


Already the bodies of twenty per- 


sons killed by falling walls have been 
removed from the debris, and it is 
feared that many more dead are still 
in the ruins. The number of person* 
injured runs up into the hundred*. 
There is bound to be an enormous 
amount of suffering, and outside aid 
will be urgently required to prevent 
sickness and starvation. 


The shock occurred at 7:30 a. m. 


Most of the build ings that stood erect 
after the shocks of February and 
March were either thrown down or 
shattered so as to be unsafe for occu- 
pancy. 


Advices from the Interior show that 


the whole island has been devastated. 


It Is pointed out here that the Zante 


disaster is confirming the prediction 
mule a few days ago by Prat Falb, 
who predicted the former earthquakes, 
that disturbances more serious than the 
recent ones would occur on April 16 or 
IT. His prediction has provod true, for 
this shock is the worst that has ever 
visited Zante, which is noted for its 
earthquakes. 


The Greek government has acted 


promptly in rendering aid to the suf- 
ferers by the earthquake on the island 
of Zante. The two Greek ironclads 
Hydra and Spezia have already started 
for Zante, having on board a detach- 
ment of engineers as well aa provisions 
and medicines for the survivors of the 
calamity. 


Two Han Heavy Shook*. 


Al'BENS.I-Aprll IT.—Since 7:30 this 


morning two more heavy shocks have 
shaken the whole island of Zante. 
The people are fleeing from all the 
towns to find safety on the plains and 
hillsides. All are terror-stricken, al- 
though thousands ore without shelter 
and few have sufficient food.

minister resident has tele- 


graphed to the British foreign office a 
request for war ships to be sent at onca 
to Zante with men and building ma- 
terials, that temporary sheds nay be 
erected for the shelterless. 


A REBEL VICTORY. 


Success oi th* Bevolutlon in Honduras 
c Seasonable Probability. 


NEW ORLEANS, 
April 18.—'Advices 


from Honduras of the success of the 
rebels have been received. Gen. Bon- 
illo had been besieging the capital ot 
Tegucigalpa for a month past, en- 
gaging the force* of Gen Valquez in 
general skirmishes. In one of these, 
at Picacho, a suburb, M. Bonillo met 
with a serious repulse and was driven 
out of the place,'but rallied his men and 
retook It On Wednesday, it is reported, 
he made a successful asaiult on the 
capital, which was taken possession of 
after a stubborn resistance 


Gen. Bonillo has sent Gen. Redina to 


the assistance of Gen.'Anterlnez, who 
is on hi* way toPeurto.Cortez. The 
expedition against this port has left 
Ceiba, and If It Is successful the revo- 
lution will soon be ended and Bonillo 
proclaimed president.
